SCHOOL NO. 1 


This school was taught by Miss Nettie M. Chase. We are sat- 
isfied that in securing the services of Miss Chase, for the third 
year, as teacher of this school no mistake was made on our part. 
With her experience, energy and zeal in her vocation, the school 
could not fail of being a success. We think she has fully sus- 
tained her reputation of former years.

SCHOOL NO, 2. 


Miss Mary C. Phillips taught this school for the whole year. 
The necessity of good order, and a thorough understanding of the 
studies pursued, were the two fundamental ideas under which Miss 
Phillips conducted ‘the’ schvol., ‘The result was. such as we had 
reason to sapest3 generally satisfactory progress..

This school is still in session, will close March 6th. Under 
Miss Messer’s instruction we trust good progress will be made. 

There exists in town, to some extent, an evil practice which has 
a damaging effect on our schools, viz., taking children out of 
school for having been corrected.

Parents guilty of such 
conduct are doing a great injury to their children, as well as to 
the schools. Another is a lack of interest on the part of parents,
